American shares have generally 
ilccliueil but not lo us gnat an extent as 
Colonial securities, its believed that the 
stringency will soon be over and that a 
liberal policy oil the part of the JlaDk 
of linglaiul will" come lo the rescue of 
borrowers. 

MOUK ABOUT THIS ai'AEDS,

Tho Attendance Well Up to the 
Average and Great Interest 
Manifested. 



Tlio Saanich Agricultural Fair is one of 
tlioso annual ocourrencoa which to tho 
pooplo of the eastern section of tho Island 
of Vancouver ia an event to which thoy 
look forward with special interest. Tho 
Saanich district may fairly be said to bo 
ono of tho most important agricultural 
tributaries to tho city of Victoria, and it 
i3 impossible to say what its development 
may be shou'd it keep pace with the de- 
mands that will be made upon it 
by tho over augmenting population of the 
Vic oria that ia to be. Moreover, the 
tocial relation between tho merchants 
and others of tho capital with the yeomen 
of Saanich are of the closest that can bo 
imagined, ninco not a few Saanich boys 
are engaged in the commercial affairs of 
the former, and many of its households 
aro presided over by girls who were burn 
and reared among the green fields and 
under tho shade of tho woods that aro 
contained within the limits known as 
those of Saanich. Tho original native of 
Saanich has long ago given way in poi- 
son and in methods to the white man, 
who already realizes that unless " he stirs 
his Btumps" he will bo unable to hold his 
own in tha' deadly - it n ay bo said to bo 
—struggle, that can only result in the 
survival of the lit est. On this account, 
both on i he Island and tho Main- 
land, the greater is the necesSuy 
that tho best stock should bo raised and 
tho best methods of farming resorted to. 
Towards this end tho annually recurring 
agricultural shows have much contrib- 
uted, and in consequence they aro ap- 
preciated, particularly at home, whore 
their influence is so much felt. Yester- 
day was a splendid day for a fair, and 
• men, women and children turned out in 
great numbers, thronging alike tho main 
building, where the fruits, flowers, v. go- 
trbles and ladies' work were displayed, 
and the pens and outside pickets where 
tho live stock was on view. As Artemas 
Ward, or some one else, once said, 
"Comparisons are odoriferous." In con- 
sequence no ono appeared ties' runs of 
placing this year'rf show in competition 
wi h those which hail preceded it. All 
.said it was good, and though it is n it 
always true that "vox populi, vox dei," 
no ono will bo disposed to quarrel with 
this opinion. The display of fruit 
and vegetables is worthy of 
special reference, and the same 
may bo said of tho work of the 
girls, and of some of that for which tho 
women wero responsible. It was ex- 
plained that tho samples of grain would 
have been much ninro numerous had the 
farmers had time to thrush them ; never- 
theless some of the wheat and pats was 
noteworthy.

In poultry, Mr. W. J. Walo was the 
principal exhibitor, and ho had some 
handsome and rare varieties on view. His 
partridge cochin fowl, China ducks, and 
turkeys weio greatly admired. .Mr. Wale 
devotes no little timu to raising poultry, 
and has some of rte best birds in tho pro- 
vince. He very nearly swept the ticld 
yesterday, taking first p ir.e for best three 
turkeys, ijeet three ducks, best three 
fowl (partridge cochin), and second prize 
for best three geese. ' In the vegetable 
class, Mr. Wale entered some very lino 
ornamental squash, and some curious- 
looking gourds, the latter being grown 
from seed imported from ( Intario. These 
gourds grow on vines trained over trellis 
work or tho side of a house, and assume 
the most fantastic shapes, soino resem- 
bling hen eggs, others apples, and again 
others miniature pumpkins, cucumbers, 
squash, etc. The exhibit, from its novel- 
ty, attracted no little attention. 

In the hall I he most noticeable exhib- 
it, and one which would do credit t i any 
exhibition in the Dominion, were the 
displays of fresh and salt butter and 
home-made bread. 

Among the notable objects upon the 
ground were, of course, Mr. Tohnio's 
magnificent short-horn bull, the unques- 
tioned winner in so many competitions, 
and Mr. H. E. Newton's Cleveland bay 
stallion "Sir Hercules," with a pedigree 
reaching into the far backs which took 
first prize at tho recent Victoria exhibi- 
tion, and is tho winner of numerous 
others. Mr. Newton, who is the owner 
of tho thoroughbred " Martello," took 
lirst prize for a pair of imported mures 
by Rifleman. 

The eminently successful proceedings 
wero brought, to a close with a really 
jolly country ball, in which tho farmers' 
wives, daughters and sweethearts heartily 
joined, supplying graceful partners to the 
many strangers and others who stayed 
over in order to be present, 

" Tjib Colonist can scarcely congra- 
tulate the management upon the system 
displayed by them in preparing the prize 
list and paying the winners. The secre- 
tary was, it may bo said, over anxious to 
pleaso everybody. He began with having

STEEli SHU* BUILDING LN CANADA. 

What has Already ht-oii Hone and What 
Should bo on This Const. 

During thu past throe years remark- 
able progress bus been made in the ship 
building industry in Ontario, as well as 
in British Columbia. Some beautjful 
specimens of naval nrchitocurd are now 
plying' on the great inland lakes of Can- 
ada, and it has been clearly demonstrated 
that within ourselves we possess the 
capabilities of building all kinds of ves- 
sels, from tho smallest tug to the greatest 
passenger steamer. It is to bo hoped 
that soon will bo seen on our coasts thu 
same enterprise as. is shown by tho suc- 
cess attending steamship building on our 
lakes. Many residents of Victoria may 
have seen that beautiful passenger steam- 
er "Cibola," put together in Montreal in 
tho Bummer of 1887 and completed at 
Deaeronto, Her dimensions are liliO feet, 
in length, 28 feet beam on the hull and 
52 foot over guards ; hor engines are on 
tho compound, direct-acting principle, 
capablo of indicating 2,500 h. p. Thoy 
are models of perfection and were built 
at Greenock ami placed in the 
boat hy Mr. A. P. Rankin, 
iient from Greenock for that 
purpose. This magnificent palace 
Steamer is now plying between Toronto 
and Niagara, a distance ot 45 miles, and 
cotndletes the distance in about two and 
a-half hours, and many of British Colum- 
bia friends who have visited that, dis- 
trict cum not fail to recognize the Cibola 
as a superior boat. 

In tho spring of 1888, Wiu. Poison A- 
Co., Toronto, instituted the first steel 
ship yard in Canada at Owen Sound, on 
Georgian Day, all completely fitted out, 
similar to the Clyde yards in Scotland, 
for tho building of all classes of vessels. 
The first contract entrusted to them was 
the building of the largo propeller Man- 
itoba, for tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
Co. 's hike service, to replace the Algoina, 
which was wrecked on Lake Superior in 
1885. The Blory of the terrible suffering 
of tho crew is yet vivid in the memory of 
some here. This boat is by far the 
largest ever built in Canada, and her 
design has the stamp of perfection and 
genius. Tho length of the Manitoba 
IS 303 feet, ;S.'> feet beam, and 
23 feet 6 inches hold. Tho hull is built 
of milled steel, and on the upper deck is 
a long range of houses, containing pas- 
senger cabins, dining and drawing Bftloons 
extending nearly the full length of the 
vessel. The propelling machinery is of 
the compound inverted cylinder type. 
Her cylinders aro 35 in. and 70 in. dia- 
meter by 2 ft. in. stroke. The build- 
ing of this large vessel excited great in- 
terest in Canada, and loud wero the 
hurrahs of the thousands of people who 
witnessed the launch. Robert Logan, 
one of the must popular naval 
utvliitoc's on the Clyde, was the designer, 
and in iho Clyde yard designed tho Al- 
berta, Athabasca, and Algona. The C. 
P. R. Co. brought out tl.is gcntlmn.tn to 
superintend the Manitoba, and Canada 
America were loud in their onconiums i f 
her handsome model and her .splendid 
appearance, and to great success. Thu 
company built on Mr. Logan's design the 
huge side wheel ferryboat for transport- 
ing thu cars across tho Detroit river, 
where the C. P. U. and Wabash system 
meet and connect, This monster 
steel ferry, tho Ontario, measures 205 
feet in length, 41 feet b am, and 
tho great width of 71 feet over guards. 
She is capable of carrying an engine and 
10 loaded freight ears, and in strength 
and shape is especially adapted for break- 
ing through the heaviest ice in winter. 
The machinery consists of two indepond- 
ongtues, one on each paddle wheel : the 
cylidders being feet in diameter by Oft. 
bin. stroke. The wheels are enormously 
strong, each weighing 80 tons, anil again 
the design of J. I'. Rankin, C. E. 
Win. Poison cc Co. also built the sequin, 
a large steel barge for carrying lumber 
for tho Parry Sound Lumber Co., and 
last w inter so great was the success of tho 
building of steel steamships, that Doty <t 
Co., Toronto, established n yard for 
building a vessel of more ordinary size, 
and are now engaged on a lino fleet ot 
boats of 140 feet long and 44 feet wide, 
am 1 carrying 1 ,000 passengers. There is 
groat activity in this branch of industry, 
and it may bo safety said Mr. Luvau is 
the founder of it, and Canada may well 
be proud of having one of the best, 
naval architects from the Clyde, lie 
has demonstrated ihe fact that there is 
no saving by bringing boats from the old 
country; they can be built here cheaper, 
ami in his speech to Ihe engineers ami 
architects, he says: " Ytiu have in your 
own Dominion an industry that will 
eventually prove a blessing to the 
mechanic, and a great convenience to 
your country. I do not know a place 
better adapted for building steel boats 
than the Pacific Coast — a oountry that 
cannot fail to figure very prominently in 
tho future annals of Canadian history." 
Tho rapid grow th of British Columbia, 
and the great increase of her commercial 
interests, indicate an increase of demand 
for means of transport, ami in addition 
to being an encouragement for tho emi- 
gration of first-class mechanics, it ought 
to be tho greatest steel shipyard in 
America.

THE HALIFAX SPEECH. 



Sir John Anions: the Nova ScotianK- 
Ke Makes «i rit Mindg Very Easy 
— the General Election. 



Discusses tho Trade Question Ably 
and Manfiilly-Cauada Not to 
Bo Sold tor Reciprocity. 



The veteran chieftain's brief but pithy 
reply completely captured the audience. 
This was tho grand old man's first ap- 
pearance before a Novo Scotia assembly, 
mid his address was full of wit and pa- 
thos, lie had been charged in the Oppo- 
sition press with never having addressed 
tho people of Nova Seotia. Well, if the 
vast extent of Canada and tho multifor- 
mity ofhis duties prevented bis visiting 
.Nova Seotia, he was proud to bo able tc 
send as his lieutenants men so full o 
youthful vigor, earnestness and patriot- 
ism— men of whom ho was so proud— as 
Sir John Thompson and Hon.^lr. Tap- 
per, ilia feelings for Immunity and the 
common duty be owed to bis follow- 
citizolIB demanded that he should relieve 
tho Grits of tho great anxiety they felt 
about the elections. The audience had 
probably noticed from the papers h«v 
frightened they were about tho 
probability of a dissolution. A year 
ago they were clamoring for an 
appeal to the people, but how 
different to-day. Now, a dissolution 
would be most unconstitutional and the 
Governor-General was warned not ■«> lake 
Kir John's advice to dissolve Sir .John 
said he would relieve their anxiety to the 
extent, of saying that he was not going to 
dissolve. (Laughter), lie was perfectly 
satisfied with his majority and was so 
fully enjoying the weakness of his op- 
ponents— (laughter and applause) - that 
ho was willing to let tho present Parlia- 

r ment run its c so, fully satialied that 

the decisions of 1878 and 1872 would not 
be altered in 13!) 1 or 1892. He was al- 
most to oay lS'.tJ, lest the Opposition 
should give up in hopless despair. (Great 
laugh' ei). though ho was trying to 
steer the ship of state us straight as he 
could, the Opposition were very useful 
in warning him from going wrong. (Re- 
newed laughter). During the quarter of 
a century he had been in ollice his sue- 
- cess was largely due to tho hearty opposi- 
tion that bad boon given him. Tho 
chieftain proceeded in his happiest vein 
to compare tho condition of Canada 
in 18(17 with to-day. Then the col- 
onies were without crodi; and without 
prestige, and without any consideration 
among the people of the earth. Since 
confederation Cv adu has gone forward 
by leaps and bounds, and now our credit 
was almost equal to that of the mother 
country. Me admitted the increase of 
debt, but urged V at it was merely an 
evidence of improvement, progress and 
enterprise, lie had been charged with 
corruption by building railways all over 
Canada. If his anxiety to develop tho 
country by railways was an evidence of 
orruption he was afraid he Wi uld hrvo 
to acknowledge the corn. (Laughter.) 
He was not afiaid of the future of Can- 
ada. Ho was not afiaid to borrow at 'dit 
per cent., moneys tho expenditure of 
which would yield the country 20 per 
cent. Sir John humorously described 
how John Sand field JIacdouald had been 
bea en by his own money, by tho surplus 
he had hoarded up. Ho (Sir John) 
would take good care that there was no 
largo purse left with w hich the Opposi- 
tion ci. aid bribe tho country. (Great 
laughter and applause.) 

TRADE RELATIONS. 

Referring to trade relations with tho 
United States, Sir John related tho his- 
tory of his efforts to obtain reciprocity, 
and declared '.bar he bad gone as far as 
any solf-r spec ing man or government 
could go to obtain fair trade arrange- 
ments, but it was no U8o, s iiil the chief- 
tain. The United States di elined any 
negotiations lor any kind of reciprocity. 
The fact is, he Baid, the United States 
covet Canada. They desire to have it 
they will have it now t. ;-.t they see our 
progress, now that the country from 

^ ocean to ocean is spanned by the C.T. |{. 

^?.nd we are walking into tho trade of 
China and Japan. Nu (voider they 
covet us. The Americans were warned 
by enemies in our camp not not to grant 
us any privileges, and by so doing they 
would sturvo us into nnriexa ion ; thai 
Canadians were so sordid that if the 

I Americans would only hold out for a few 
years longer we would sell out our ilau', 
our allegiance and our sovereign, 
(('tie.; of " Never, never.") Mean- 
time these trait is suggested that 
the Van'iees inigh' send them a lit- 
tle money to help along their schemes. 
(Laughter.) He had no fear whatever 
that Canadians wore so mean, so sordid, 
-so traitorous, so unworthy of their it li- 
ce sUirs and their country as to sell their 
heritage for a moss of pottage, or even 
for a pot of gold. Wo prize the. flag and 
t he spirit of the laws oi Hi, gland — that 
spirit, which protects the lights of the 
minority. What have wo to gain by 
joining the United States f a-ked Sir 
John. It iB a great country, but il will 

have its vicissitudes and revolutions. 

Look at the maws of foreign ignorance and 
vice which has flooded that country with 
^socialism, atheism and all other tains. We 
ran sit calmly and quietly under the Hag 
of (..eat Britain and look philosophically 
upon tho b niggles of a fierce democracy. 
A '.■n it'., d. al of p litis hatl been taken to 
uxpl lin that the McKililoy bill was merely 
a domestic measure. Bo it so. They 
ha\o taken their course, we will take 
oui s. (Cheers.) The I nit- d Stales say : 
jj you wan! to trade v.ith us yui* can 
do it in ono or t wo ways, oithoc annex 
yourself to us or separate from Great 
Britain nnd tot up an independent repub- 
lic.

CHANGE OF PROGRAMME, 

Not to bo Continued In I lie City Pollen Court. 
An Karly .Horning Meeting:. 

There was a change in police court 
circles yesterday morning which showed 
'hat tho police bnd been working tho day 
before. Tho result of their labors was 
hot, however, financially profitable to 
the city, though 'ho moral effect may bo 
advantageous. Tho institution on Topaze 
avenue has secured an additional boarder 
in tho person of Tom Davis, a man well 
advanced in years, but whose love for the 
bottle got him into the bonds of the 
police and afterwards into those of tho 
jail warden as he was not in a position to 
pay the court the license of £5 attached 
to the privilege of becoming intoxicated. 
Two Indians wore found in the same 
condition by Ollieor Levino, but tho 
court adjourned the hearing of their ciso 
till to-day so as to provide against the 
contingency of hearing nothing else than 
the Chinese perjury case. 

Chin Ah Yuen is a gentleman of 
oriental nationality who was selected 
as a test caso for selling lottery 
tickets. The penalty fixed for 
tins offence is s}20, no more and no leBs. 
Chin Ah Yuen is comfortably circum- 
stanced, so he came into court und smi- 
lingly pleaded guilty, implying, appar- 
ently, that the court was welcome to 
draw on him for the amount of tho line. 
It did, but it was a sight draft and was 
promptly honored. That was tho only 
money the court received from that ses- 
sion. Chin was followed by a white 
drunk, or rather by a white man that had 
once been drunk. He didn't pay any 
money into the treasury, but ho took fur- 
nished apartments at the taxpayers' ex- 
pense for one month. 

Sam Davis was the next on the tapis, 
and his story as told, partly by Officer 
Levin and partly by himself, was not 
without interest. Sam is of Ind'nn ex- 
traction and likes a little stimulant at 
times. It occurred to hiin that it was 
possible to procure some from Mr. T. W, 
Carter's brewery without tho owner's 
knowledge. As Thursday morning was 
dawnmg he wended his way in the direc- 
tion of tho brewery and succeeded in pro- 
curing half a dozen bottles of lager beer. 
He was coming back towards his cabin, 
walking on the inside of the road fence. 
Ollieor Levin was walking on the outsido, 
but had not notified Sam of the fact, 
which omission led to an unexpected 
meeting on ono side. Sain put the buttles 
underneath tho fencoai.dproceeded to pull 
his body over the fence. Tho officer did 
the same on his side, and both faces came 
to the top together. Neither party wished 
the other good morning and there was no 
reference to Pear's soap. Tho magistrate 
took this into account a>id committed 
Sam to stand his trial before a judge on 
a charge of breaking and entering. 
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AGITATION REGARDING THE COV- 
ERING OF THE MONTREAL 
RESERVOIRS. 

This important question is now agitat- 
ing the public mind in Montreal, and tho 
City Council has already discussed tho 
matter. Some of the aldermen strongly 
advocate the complete covering of the re- 
servoirs at once, and all the citizens and 
taxpayers will, with'outa dissenting vo ce, 
say, *' Amen, so let, it he." 

It is an undeniable fact that all such 
reservoirs are often the dumping places 
for much decomposed matter; and often 
become for a time the resting place for 
innocent, babes, us well as the suicide. It 
is not advisable that our Canadian people 
: should become n nation of alarmists, but 
I when millions of lives are in a great mea- 
sure depend nt on pure water, then it is 
time to cry aloud, and say we must, bo 
protected, no matter wdiat tho cost may 
be.

ANOTHER WITNESS. 

Wo showed our readers yesterday in 
what light tho McKinley tariff is viewed 
by a great English newspaper. It may 
ba thought that the London Times can 
hirdly discuss that subject impartially 
and dispassionately. Americana and ultra- 
protectionists may say that it is preju- 
diced in favor of free trade, and that the 
injurious cilbefc which tho operations of 
that tariff must have on many British 
interests makes it impossible for the 
Times to form and express an unbiassed 
opinion on tho subject. These objections 
aro plausible, but wo do not think that 
they are of any great force. Men of 
culture .and great intellectual capacity get 
into tho habit of treating subjects scien- 
tifically, and they follow where their 
reasoning leads them whether their con- 
clusions agree or differ with their precon- 
conceived opinions or not. Nowhere does 
ono see more searching criticism or moro 
sweeping censure of British policy and of 
British public men than in' British news- 
papers and British reviews. It appears 
to us that the opinion expressed by the 
Times as to tho nature and tho effect of 
the now American tariff is just the one 
that intelligent and thinking men of 
every nation, who are perfectly disinter 
ested, would bo likely to form. We are 
the more confirmed in this view when 
we read what a great American newspaper, 
which is perfectly free from tho trammels 
of party, has to say on the same subject. 
The New York Herald's condemnation of 
tho McKillley tariff is sharper and more 
sweeping than that of the London Times. 
The Herald discusses tho tariff from the 
standpoint of the American consumer 
and taxpayer. It believes that it increases 
the burden of tho consumer without giv- 
ing him anything in return. This is what 
it says: — 

" ['a practical operation will be adverse 
to the best, interests of the common peo- 
ple, and they will have ample cause to 
regret its passage. Tho capitalists have 
worked and lobbied for it because it af- 
fords tliein an opportunity to charge 
higher rates for their goods, and to 
pocket a larger profit. But the laboring 
man will find that he has to pay a little 
more here and a littlo more there for the 
necessaries of life, and these in.~>u:norabla 
" littles " will seriously a fleet his income. 
Me will discover in Unto for the next 
presidential election that the greatest 
good of the greatest number has been re- 
lentlessly sacrificed to the enrichment of 
a few whose gains ate ulready abundant. 
The rich will [ o haps grow richer .through 
its influence, but ihe poor will sureiy 
;;row poorer." 

Tho Herald believes that not only does 
the McKinley tariff place heavy burdens 
griovons to be borne on the sUouldera of j 
the worlur.gr.'.an without giving lliTii any 
adequate return, but that it will have an 
injurious effect on tho foreign commerce 
of the country. What it says on this 
subject will, no doubt, causo many 
citizens of tho United States to reflect 
and to enquire whether, after all, this 
policy, A'hich has botSU established to pro- 
\motican industries, will really pro- 
tect them. The Herald has come to tho 
conclusion that it will not. It says : 

" But, KS a matter of general policy, we 
are sure that this bill is an egregious 
blunder. Sri far from encouraging our 
industries, it will depress them. .So far 
from lightening the sharp burdens of toil, 
ill add to their weight. It will 
asphyxiate our foreign commerce, place 
obstacles in the way of a larger market, 
restrict the enterprise of manufacturers 
and cut the rates of labor as close to the 
starvation point us circumstances may 
permit. 

" Such an adventurous people ns we 
ought to he encomaged to roam the world 
over in search of purchasers. We have 
tho genius to undo. sell all competitors in 
whatever clime and whatever the quality j 
of goods they produce, Cive us a fi 



trust. To resist its exac'ions is now- 
utter folly. It has the eattlo raiser by 
the throat and it uses its power ruthlessly. 
There nro other trusts and combines al- 
most as powerful and quite us unprinci- 
pled. As if this were not enough the 
Federal Legislature steps in and gives 
monopolists such an advantage over all 
othors in the same line of business that 
it is hopeless to attempt to compote 
against them. Instances aro given of this 
favoritism in a letter which appeared in a 
Boston newspaper. Tho writer Bays : 

" Tho present price of American foun- 
dry iron deliveied in Boston is $18 per 
toll. Tho cost of equally good Scotch 
iron is $13.25 por ton. But a duty of 
8(5.72 per ton is imposed upon the Scotch 
iron, and its importation is thus prohib- 
ited. Tho increased cost of the Ameri- 
can iron to the New England foundry- 
man is <hus made $4.75 per ton or, if he 
melts JO tops per day, 300 days in the 
your, $14,250 per year. This is what has 
com polled the South Boston Iron Com- 
pany to close its works. The present cost 
of Bessemer iron in Boston is .Sl'O.OO per 
ton; that of imported Bessemer is $16. 
But the tariff law prohibits importation. 
Tho increased cost to the New England 
Hteel maker is $5.50 per ton, ami if he 
makes L'OO tons per tlay 300 days in the 
year tho increased cost to him is $330,000 
por year. It is this tux which has com- 
pelled tho Worcester steel works to aban- 
don 'he attempt to make ateel rails in 
Massachusetts." 

Wo see from this that tho American 
system does not work so smoothly or so 
fairly as its advocates would have us be- 
lieve. It is becoming every day more 
and more apparent that it is A most elab- 
orate contrivance to enrich the few at the 



comers. But this bill ties us hand and 
foot, slams the door of every mart in our 
faces, and practically tells us that an ex- 
tensive and far reaching trade, in which 
we can safely trust ourselves lo get the 
better end of tho bargain, is a crime 
against the welfare of the country, and 
that to bo cabined, cribbed, con lined is 
the safest toad to prosperity." 

1b a policy which is open to such criti- 
cism as this likely to last ! It must not 
be forgotten that tin) Herald expresses 
tho viows of millions of tho electors of the 
United States. Tariff reform was the 
iasuo nt tho last presidential election. 
Mr. Cleveland had the courage to mako 
his election turn on that question. He 
was not a free trader, but he 
advocated t iking the taxes off the neces- 
saries of life and the raw materials of 
manufacture. Oar readorn will re- 
member that, although Mr. Cleveland 
lost hia election, a majority of the votes 
polled were cast for him and tho policy 
which ho ndv -cated. We find that oppo- 
sition to the McKinley tariff is now the 
main plank in tins Democratic platform. 
I n Minneso'a and in Oregon, where thero 
aro elecliona pending, the candidates 
claim the support of the electors because 
they oppose the burdensome and unfair 
taxation imposed by tho Republican 
party's tariff. There ia a powerful press 
on the side of tho tariff reformers, and 
soino of the ablest men in tho United 
States are working hard and persever- 
ingly to convince tho pooplo that the 
fiscal policy of the Harrison administra- 
tion is burdensome to tho people and in- 
jurious to tho commerce of tho country. 



This advocacy of sound principles will be 
certain to have its effect. Tho power of 
the manufacturing class and of tho rich 
monopolies in whose interests tho Repub- 
lican party is legislating ia, no doubt, 
very groat, but wo do not think that it 
will bo long a ble to withstand tho force 
of enlightened public opinion which, as 
we have seen, ill already exceedingly 
strong. 

THE SILVER BOOM. 

Tho attempt of tho United States Gov- 
ernment to boom silver has not, aa yet, 
been brilliantly successful. It haa gone 
into themarket and is compelled by law 
to purchase every month $4,500,000 
worth of silver. Of course, the entrance 
of so largo a purchaser as this, at first 
caused a cons derable commotion among 
tho buyers and sellers of silver, and tho 
price jumped up very quickly. The silver 
men were in ecstacies. They believed 
that the success of their experiment was 
assured and that ailvor would aoon go up 
to its old price, and that its proportion- 
ate value, compared with gold, would be 
restored—that the Government silver 
dollar would bcfnro long bo intrinsically 
worth ono hundred cents, according to 
the gold standard, instead of being, as it 
long has been, between seventy-five and 
eighty cents. 

But corners, whether in silver or cop- 
per, or wheat, are hittlo things to handle. 
Silver did not long keep its high price. 
It fell again, but not to so low a figure 
as it could be purchased for before the 
passage of tho late law. The silver men 
and the anti-silver men differ aa to the 
cause of tho fall and aa to the standing 
of silver in the future. Tho silver men 
say that tho fall has been caused by in- 
judicious .speculation, and tint the de- 
pression ia only temporal y. Their op- 
ponents declare that tho fall in prica is 
tho natural result of tho operation of tho 
law, that it will fall lower still, and that 
the timo is not far distant when the dif- 
ference between the value of gold and 
the vuluo of silver will be greater than 
ever it was. They say that the increase 
in price caused by tho government 
demand will stimulate the production of 
silver,and that practically no bounda 
can be placed on tho output of the silver 
mines in different parts of the world. 
Already tho supply is far greater than I 
w.ia anticipated, and thero is a prospect 
of its being greater still. Tho speculators 
wdio have induced the Government to go j 
into the silverbusinessa.ro reminded of tho 
fa'o of tho copper syndicate. They were 
loaded down until the Weight of the 
metal crushed them uttcily. It ia more 
than hinted. t u it t a aiarl-.tr feM av-aita I 
thO speculators in "white metal." The 
political economis's take something like 
this view, and some of tho politicians arc 
beginning to be afraid tha', after all, they 
may bo right. At any rate, it ia ad- 
mitted that the success of the experi- 
ment is by no means assured, and that a 
collapse of the silver market is very far 
from being an impossibility. 

THE POTATO FAMINE. 

It appears that the danger of famine in 
Ireland haa been considerably exagger- 
ated but there is very fat from being no 
danger at all. Tho potato crop has com- 
pletely failed in some districts and it is 
not by any means a good one in others. 
Careful observers say that there ii not 
more than half a crop in tho country. 
Unfortunately where tho failure has been 
greatest the people aro lea3t prepared to 
meet it. The peasantry of the west of 
Ireland are very poor and they place 
their principal dependence on the potato. 
When tho potato crop fails in that pari 
of Ir, laud tho people have no.hing to fall 
back up n. They feci tho pressure of 
want immediately. 

It is folly to say that a conclusion can- 
not be formed as to the state of the 
potato crop before potato digging time 
arrives. Kyery farmer knows better than 
that. This year's potatoes have been used 
in every household for tho last two 
months. Every day during that time 
po'atoea have been taken from almost 
every potato patch, and the farmers 
know now, aa wollnsthov will ever know, 
what the yield will lie. Where both 
stalks and tubers have rotted, or where 
growth has been stopped, tho farmer haa 
not to wait until the end of October to 
know what hia fato is to be. In districts 
where the failure, has been complete, re- 
lief is required immediately, and it ia 
creditable to both tho generosity and the 
intelligence of Americana that they do 
not intend to wait until they 
hear of death by starvation before they 
send relief. He who gives quickly in a 
ease like this gives wisely. It is to be 
hoped that the British Government will 
not, allow officialism and red tape to 
stand in the way of helping those who 
need help as soon as it, is required. 
There ia in tho official mind a seemingly 
irresistible tendency towards dilatori- 
ness. The official ia never in a hurry, it 
ia almost impossible to induce him to go 
out of the ordinary routine, no matter 
what may bo the emergency. Armies may 
perish for want of necessaries that are in 
store and at hand, and thousands may 
suffer for want of relief that, can be, just 
as eaaily extended to-day aa a month 
hence ; but the official goes on 
calmly with tho work of drawing out 



forms and ho will not allow any 
thing to bo dond until tho last form 
filled in and tho last knot of red tape 
tied. Tho official is not a fool, neither ia 
ho utterly heartless ; ho ia simply the 
alavo of routine. Tho dreadful realises 
of tho outside world are nothing to him 
Ho does not seo them nor feel them. Ho 
must do his duty in tho regular way, and 
if tho soldier or the peasant suffers, bo 
much the worse for him. 

It is greatly to be hoped that tho work 
of relieving tho starving Irish cottars 
will bo carried on with promptness and 
energy, but it appears, from tho tone of 
late despatches, that the authorities are, 
as usual, slow to realize what are tho re- 
quirements of tho emergency.

Berlin Uoillp. 

Berlin, Oct. 7. —A few months ago Count 
Von Walderez, chief of the general stuff, 
who Btanda in the relationship of an uncle 
of the emperor on his wife's side, hart the 
misfortune to reject a memorandum on mili- 
tary strategy which hud been sent to his 
ollice anonymously, but of which the emper- 
or himself was the author. The Kaiser there- 
upon referred the document to Field Mar- 
shal Von Moltko, and the latter decided the 
emperor's judgment was right and Von 
Walderez's wrong. The emperor's uncle 
narrowly escaped being relieved of his post 
on account of this incident, hut the atfair 
was patched up until one day during the Hile- 
sian maneuvrcs, a fortnight ago, when the 
emperor ordered General Von Leseezinski to 
lead an assault on the position of a supposed 
enemy directly in contradiction to plans laid 
down by Count Von IVuldcrez. Leseezin- 
ski, who enjoys the imperial favor, suc- 
ceeded in carrying -out this movement en- 
tirely to His Majesty's satisfaction, and it 
is now expected that Count Von Walderez 
M ill have to hand in Ids long-expected re- 
signation. Kven his niece, the impress, 
will not be able to save him this time, and 
Leseezinski is already looked upon as his 
successor. The manoeuvres have also proved 
to be a death blow to the ambitious of Rear 
Admirals Sobering and Peschen, who will 
resign in due time. Four German admirals 
have now had their say on the value of 
Heligoland as a German possession. Their 
opinions are evonly divided. The last ad- 
miral to speak i- Herr Balsch, and his opin- 
ion is that the island is of little importance. 

Tlie Derranchlsed Constabulary. 

London, Oct. 7.— The members nf the 
Royul Irish Constabulary, who are graduat- 
ed from various universities in Great Britain 
and Ireland, are preparing a petition to 
parliament to be permitted to vote for 
members of the house of commons. The 
law as at present existing disfranchises 
policemen both in Ireland and England. 

The Turin* Rill. 

London, Oct. 7. — Considerable commo- 
tion begins to be excited in Lancashire and 
other manufacturing counties by the Mc- 
Kiuley tariff bill. Its probable effect has 
not been understood until the last few days, 
the Knglish free trade papers taking the 
ground that an extension of the prohibition 
system of the Uuitert States must benefit 
British commerce. Workingaien now laugh 
at this theory, and are thoroughly alarmed 
at tbo prospect that their goods are to be 
excluded, in a great degree, from the 
American markets. An extensive move- 
ment is projected for the bringing of pres- 
sure to bear upon parliament, with a view 
to the imposing of duties on American man- 
ufactures, canned goods, agricultural pro- 
ducts, and other commodities. There has 
long been a party hero anxious to raise the 
revenue from duties, but public opinion 
hitherto has been against it. The new 
tariff act is already producing a great 
change in this respect. Workiugiueu arc 
last coming to the conclusion that it isi not 
right for their government to take all 
American goods duty free, while the United 
•Slates enormously increases its duties on 
, Knglish goods. It will be impossible for 
any government to keep this question in 
abeyance much longer. 

Costly Costumes. 
PARIS, Oct. 7.— Society here is again busy 
witli the private affairs of Mrs. Harriet 
Avers, a rich American widow. It is said 
she certainly must contemplate matrimony, 
for she is having a magnificent assortment 
of robes and costumes made at Worth's. 
Her name is linked with that of a well- 
known aristocrat, though it is understood 
that she denies any intention id changing 
her name. Tho (jreat French milliner says 
she is tin best customer ho bus had this

from anybody. A lady who bus seen some 
of the dresses declares tliuy include a bridal 
and travelling robes worth $05,000, People 
wonder if Mrs. Ayers is going lo spring a 
big sensation iu the American colony soon. 

A Voted Outlaw Killed. 

Mbmphis, Ten.n., Oct. 8.— Rube Bur- 
rows, the noted outlaw and train robber, 
who was captured yesterday and jailed al 
Linden, Ala,, was shot and killed at d ly- 
Ught this morning by J. C, Carter, one of 
h'S captors. Last night Burrows was placed 
■ in the sheriff's ollice inside the jail, under 
gmi'rd of a man named MoDuflio, one ol ^ his 
captors, and a negro named ('ni ter. The 
other captor was at u hotel with the mono) 
found on Burrow's person yesterday when 
|,o was arrested. The outlaw's hands and 
feet were tied and [OVOiy precaution taken 
to prevent his getting away. K.rly this 
momitlg he complained of hunger. MePuffle 
answered that he had nothing to eat. A 
pair of saddle bags, which had been taken 
from the prisoner, were lying In the room. 
Looking to them in n careless sort ol 
Wiv the outlaw observed, "1 have 



some crackers in my saddle bags 
if will you kindly hand them U 
me." McDuffie suspected nothing ant 
handed the saddlebags over without open- 
ing them. Burrows, instead of the crackers, 
drew forth a pair of pistols, and covering 
McDuffie and tlio negro, ordered them to 
untie him, which they did, and keeping 
then in front of him he walked out ot the 
front door. He then asked for his money 
and started toward the hotel to recover it 
of Cuter, who had it. The latter, of 
course, was greatly surprised to see Bur- 
rows, whom he supposed was bound band 
and foot in jail. liurrowsdreW his revolver 
and demanded the money. Both then 
opened lire, and Burrows was killed, while 
Carter received an ugly wound in the 
breast. The affair has created intense ex- 
citement. Carter is a hero. The extent of 
his injuries is not known at present.

: , Tin San Francisco Steamer Salino lias a 
Rough K':ppri"ue(i In the Gale. 

| Capt. George Alexander, s,f the little 
fishing steamer Sail' no nl San Francisco, 
] tells a thrilling story of the fury of the 
i recent gale, which caused him to put into 
| Victoria yesterday morning in distress. He 
[ lias had charge during the season of the 
twenty lisliin^ boats and forty men of tho 
I'acifju Steam Fishing ami Whaling Co., 
ami tie; work for the year 'being over, 
started in ballast for liis home in San Fran- 
ci sun late in A ugu <t. 

His first experience tfitli particularly bad 
weather was on September l,jiliout 150 
miles south of Middletou Inland. The 
steamer, u [ittlo thing of less than 50 tons, 
wus there laid to for eigliteen hours, dur- 
ing which time the forward bulwarks were 
Move in. The m-xt gale earn,; from the 
southeast nnd caught the Safino 150 miles 
northwest ol Queen Charlotte Islunds. For 
six hours a furious hurricane raged; the 
wheel chain parted and the gratings were 
lost. The anchor dragged about li'i miles, 
and a heavy cross sea Kuvp". the boat • 
lieavv enough to drown any ordinary boat 
of the Salino's size. 

Last on the li.-.t was a gale on tlie (5th of 
October, which sel in from the south-west, 
ami then veered to the north-west. The 
steamer was then olf tho southom end of 
Queen Charlotte Island about 100 miles. 
The storm raced for three hours, stove in
